CASH GRANTS GIVEN 
TO LOCAL COUNCILS 


COWBRIDGE with Llanblethian 
Town Council is in line for a Vale 
Council grant of £15,000 - to 
replace equipment at Twt Park. 

At the end of July, the cabinet of the 
Vale Council approved a number of grants 
under the Community Action Self Help 
(CASH) scheme. 

Cowbridge had requested £15,000 
towards work that will cost in total 
£30,000, and this was granted. 

The town council will have to ‘match- 
fund’ the grant, and a decision on this is 
likely to be taken when town council 
meetings resume in September. The GEM 
understands that, at present, the council 


has not had official confirmation of the 
grant. 

The latest round of CASH grants 
totalled £23,508, so the bulk went to 
Cowbridge. 

Another council to receive a grant was 
Llanfair Community Council, which 
received £1,165 towards its Llandough 
Village Churchyard Restoration Scheme. 

Colwinston Community Council 
received £2,100 towards the restoration of 
Old Clapper Bridge. 

Llancarfan Community Council 
received £2,700for further restoration of 
the St Cadoc’s Church Ancient Burial 
Ground Wall.

Wartime ace’s world 
famous poem is 
commemorated at 
ceremony in the Vale 

AN inspirational poem 
called High Flight, 
written at RAF 
Llandow by John 
Gillespie Magee Jr, was 
recited in a very special 
way on its 75th 
anniversary. 

At 12 noon on 
Thursday, August 18, 
people gathered at MoD 
St Athan, and by 
permission of the 
commanding officer it 
was recited 

simultaneously at 
locations all over the 
world, including China, 

Canada, USA, Australia, 
the Nether-lands, and, of 
course, St Athan. 

Magee served in the 
Royal Canadian Air 
Force. His poem, 
composed in 1941, has 
had a special place in the 
hearts of aviators and 
astronauts ever since. 

It is the official poem 
of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force and its 
inspiring lines are 
carved on memorials 
across the globe. 

In the poem 19-year- 
old Magee - who trained 
at No. 53 OTU at 
Llandow - coined the 
phrase “to touch the face 
of God”. 

He was born in China 
to an American father 
and English mother, who 
were Anglican 

missionaries, and 
attended Rugby School, 
where he won the poetry 
prize. Rupert Brooke 
had won the same prize 
34 years earlier. 

Pilot Officer Magee 
died three months after 
writing the poem, in a 
mid-air collision near 
Lincoln. He was buried 
at Scopwick Cemetery 
in Lincolnshire and the 
first and last lines of the 
poem - ‘Oh! 1 have 
slipped the surly bonds 
of Earth...Put out my 
hand, and touched the 
face of God’ - are 
inscribed on his 
gravestone. 

Among those 

attending the ceremony 
at St Athan were his 
surviving brother, 

Reverend Cannon Hugh 
Magee, the man who 
inspired the event, Dr 
Jay Pinto, the Mayor of 
the Vale, Coun Stuart 
Egan, the Deputy Lord

direction finding and 
radar equipment to track 
the yacht’s location down 
to Birnbeck Island, 
Westem-Super-Mare.

A Vale resident has 
highlighted illegal 
fly-tipped rubbish 
in a lane north-east 
of Cowbridge. 

The resident pointed 
out that there is a 
security camera 
overlooking the area 
and hopes the Vale 
Council might be able 
to track down those 
responsible. 

The rubbish, a 
mixture of foliage and 
furniture, was tipped at 
the entrance to Hensol 
Forest off the lane 
which runs from 
Hangman’s Corner to 
Welsh St Donats. 

The resident said it 
had been there between 
two and three weeks. 

The GEM passed the 
information on to the 
council, so it could 
effect a tidy-up of the 
area and investigate 
how it happened. 

It is only two weeks 
since the council 
announced that it had 
been hit with a £4,400 
clear-up charge after 
travellers had occupied 
Stalling Down. 


The Vale Council 
said at the time that 
“many tons” had been 
removed. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
cabinet member for 
visible and regulatory 
services, said that 
people could inform the 
Vale Council of fly- 
tipped rubbish on the 
council website: 

“We are investigating 
issues of fly-tipping in 
the Welsh St. Donats 
area and will be looking 
at any evidence 
available, to bring 
action against any 
offenders. 

“Fly-tipping is anti¬ 
social blight on our 
landscape and we would 
like to remind offenders 
that the penalty for fly- 
tipping can reach up to 
a £50,000fine or twelve 
months ’ imprisonment. 

“Instances of fly¬ 
tipping can be reported 
on the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council's 
website.” 

The council says it 
does not have a security 
camera in the area.

With unemployment 
falling faster in Wales 
than anywhere else in 
the UK over the past 
year, the job and career 
opportunities are 
manifold for young 


people and for their 
prospective employers. 

Employment in 
Wales increased by 
17,000 during this 
period - close to our 
highest recorded level. 

As well as these 
bright moments of good 
news for our young 
people, we also know 
that we need to work 
hard to ensure the most 
disadvantaged young 
people get the 
opportunities they need 
to progress from their 
pre-school years 
throughout their school 
experience. 

This needs extra 
investment by the 
Welsh Government 
working with the Vale

We can learn from 
studies and evaluations 
of the impact of our 
investment in public 
services but it is vital 
that we put people at 
the heart of those 
evaluations to learn 
from pupils, parents and 
patients about what 
works best for them. 

This is clearly the 
approach of a 
programme run by 
community nurses 
based at Barry 
Community Clinic in 
Broad Street for patients 
with chronic oedema. 

Meeting the team of 
nurses with the Cabinet 
Secretary for Health, 
Wellbeing and Sport, 
Vaughan Gething AM, 
last week, provided us 
with the opportunity to 
see the positive impact 
of their interventions for 
patients who have 
suffered with this 
chronic condition, 
which can be 
ameliorated. 

We learnt how 
patients are now 
receiving ‘video 


prescriptions’ to help 
them manage their 
oedemas as well as 
support with the use of 
Microsoft Fync. 

The project is funded 
by the Welsh 
Government and aims 
to reduce the costs of 
inappropriate 
prescribing estimated at 
£144,000 pa and 
reduction in GP 
appointments and 
admissions for cellulitis. 

Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
staff told us about the 
impact of this project 
which started in Barry 
followed by Cowbridge. 
(The team will be 
covering Penarth and 
parts of Cardiff in 
coming months). 

Patient feedback and 
long-term satisfaction 
will be crucial in 
evaluating the 
effectiveness of this 
investment for roll out 
across Wales - but the 
Vale has led the way.

The Vale bucks national 
trend on A-Level results 


THERE were criticisms 
last week of the A-Level 
results from the all-Wales 
perspective, but all 
concerned were quick to 
point out that those 
criticisms did not apply to 
the Vale. 

The Vale Council reported that 
more than 98 per cent of pupils 
taking WJEC A-Levels this year 
have achieved grades A*-E, half a 
per cent higher than in 2015, and 
over one per cent higher than the 
Welsh average. 

There was also this year a 
“significant increase” in the 
number of students entered for 
both AS and A levels. 

More than 20 per cent of all 
pupils in the Vale at both A and AS 
level gained A* or A grades. 

At A-Level 23.2 per cent of 
pupils gained A* - A, 0.5 per cent 
above the national average of 
22.7, while 77.3 per cent of pupils 
achieved grades A*- C, compared 
to a national average of 73.8. 

At A/S Level, another increase 
in the percentage of pupils 
achieving the top grade saw 21.1 


per cent achieve an A*, whilst the 
percentage of pupils achieving 
grades between A and E remained 
at 89.8. 

Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet 
member for regeneration and 
education, said: “This year’s A- 
Level results show clearly that the 
Vale Council’s programme of 
investment into our schools is 
continuing to pay dividends for 
our young people. 

“In recent months I have seen 
first-hand just how hard pupils, 
teachers, and support staff work to 
get such fantastic results. They 
fully deserve to celebrate today.” 

The Vale Council chose to 
single out the performance of 
schools in Barry. A spokesperson 
said: “Results at schools in Barry 
were the best ever, with over 98 
per cent of pupils across Barry and 
Bryn Hafren Comprehensive 
Schools and Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg achieving an A*-E 
grade at A-Level. 

“Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg in Barry, the Vale’s 
school for Welsh medium 
secondary education, had a pass 
rate of 100 per cent for A-Level 


pupils for the second year running. 

“Bryn Hafren Comprehensive 
saw a 21 per cent increase in its 
pass rate, with 99 per cent of the 
127 pupils who sat A-Level 
examinations achieving an A*-C 
grade.” 

The Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT Davies 
AM, said: “Congratulations to 
students across the Vale for 
achieving these very positive 
results and I wish them the very 
best as they progress onto the next 
stage of their lives. 

“Without doubt, these results 
are the fruits of years of hard work 
by students, ably supported by 
their teachers, parents, governors, 
and all deserve great credit and 
recognition for these 
achievements. 

“Sadly, on the whole Wales is 
still lagging behind other areas of 
the UK. 

“It remains a matter of concern 
that after 17 years of Labour 
governments, ‘systemic failure’ in 
Welsh education and falls in 
international comparisons that 
Wales is still at the bottom of the 
UK league table for A-Levels.”

“This year is Back Up’s 30th 
anniversary and the whole team 
had their own reasons for doing 
this including personal goals and 
challenges. We were all 
determined to raise as much 
money we could, and so far we 
have raised over £4,460. I’d like 
to say a big “thank you” to all 
those who supported us along the 
way.”

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Brent is back - and fans 
won't be disappointed.... 


S INCE the 

success of The 
Office , Ricky 
Gervais has gone 
on to become a 
global comedy star, 
with the likes of 
Extras and Derek 
on TV and films 
such as Cemetery 
Junction, The 
Invention of Lying 
and his recent 
Netflix film Special 
Correspondents all 
confirming his 
status as a 
premiere 
comedian. 

Yet the character that 
made his name has 
never been too far away, 
and after flirting with 
bringing him back, most 
notably in a Comic 
Relief sketch a few 
years ago, David Brent 
is back in Life On The 
Road. 

Having left Wemham 
Hogg, Brent is now 
pursuing his dream of 
being a pop star (as well 
as being a travelling 
salesman), and embarks 
on a tour with his band 
Foregone Conclusion. 
With protege Dom (Doc 
Brown) and the band, 
Brent travels the 
country hoping that 
finally, this time, his 
dreams will come true... 

The Office was such 
a perfectly realised, 
neatly wrapped show 
that any attempts to 


revisit it or its 
characters has to be up 
to scrutiny. David 
Brent: Life In The Road 
isn’t so much The 
Office redux, more a 
continuation of the 
(mis)adventures of the 
titular character. 

Given how the 
original sitcom was a 
riposte to the gentle 
BBC docusoaps of the 
time (the likes of 
Driving School’s 
Maureen or Airport’s 
Jeremy early inspiration 
for the normal folk of 
the Wernham Hogg 
paper merchants), this 
film comes out in an 
age where reality TV 
(and its ‘stars’) are 10- 
a-penny, where the 
answer to people’s 
dreams is not so much 
hard work and effort but 
auditioning for a talent 
show and hoping for the 
best. 

However, the 
character of Brent was 
always anchored; as 
much as there was an 
idiotic bluster and 
misguided notions of 
pomposity, Gervais (and 
co-writer Stephen 
Merchant, not present 
here) always made 
Brent feel real rather 
than an elevated sitcom 
character. 

What’s pleasing is 
that in Life On The 
Road , Gervais doesn’t 
change the foundations 
of the character - he’s 
still as misguided as 
ever (perhaps, boosted 
by the likes of X-

Factor, even more 
misguided) and still 
liable to dig himself a 
hole that he rapidly 
manages to find himself 
deeper and deeper in. 

This is where the 
comedy lies, Brent 
managing to baffle and 
befuddle his backing 
band, his young protege 
(a wonderfully deadpan 
Doc Brown) and anyone 
around him as he tries 
to blend in yet finds 
himself on the outside 
looking in. 

However, while the 
world has moved on, 
the humour and 
character of Brent 
haven’t. While this isn’t 
a problem if you find 
the awkwardness of the 
comedy appealing, it is 
however somewhat one- 
note in its execution and

tone. 

We all know Brent is 
a ‘foot-in-mouth’ 
character, and while 
Gervais takes take great 
delight in playing up 
this aspect of him, it 
sometimes it feels a 
little too close to the 
bone, as if Gervais is 
trying to shock with the 
character. There are 
plenty of very funny 
moments indeed, but 
these are jokes playing 
to the converted and 
those who find Gervais’ 
sometimes abrasive 
style less than amusing 
won’t have much to 
hold on to here. 

The heart of the film 
is provided by the few 
colleagues Brent is 
liked by - Pauline 
(underplayed by Jo 
Hartley), Mandeep 
Dhillon’s receptionist 
and his colleague in 
awkward mirth Nigel 
(Tom Bennett), which 
grants the film a bit 
more depth, even if the 
resolution of Brent’s 
story feels unearned and 
a little too easily tied 
up. 

Given this is a 
‘rockumentary’ of sorts, 
the songs (all penned by 
Gervais) cut the 
mustard, clever and 
witty with a dash of 


knowing, and add to the 
film’s humour. 

There is much to 
enjoy about this return 
to Brent from Gervais; 
the awkward comedy 
and emotional anchor of 
The Office is present 
and correct, while there 
are salient points gently 
hinted at about the cost 
for pursuing fame and 
wanting to be 
something you may not 
be. It won’t win over 
non-fans, but for those 
who relish Gervais 
tackling the character 
there will be plenty to 
savour. 

VERDICT - Brent is 
back - and fans won’t 
be disappointed. If Life 
On The Road feels a 
little one-note at times, 
it’s not to its detriment 
as it’s a note that is 
largely very humorous. 
Its climax feels 
unearned, but the 
journey there is more 
than appealing and with 
some cleverly-written 
songs underpinned with 
a sobering dose of 
reality, its a successful 
return for Ricky 
Gervais’ character. 
Enjoyable.

Former minister

TY HAFAN CHINA TREK 


ON August 16, 
Michael Ashcroft 
gave a talk to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club 
about the 

Glamorganshire 
Canal. 

He claims that water 
from the canal has been 
in his blood since he was 
thrown in at the age of 
three, but survived 
because it was only six 
inches deep at that point! 

The canal was dug to 
move iron from Merthyr 
Tydfil down to Cardiff to 
be exported. 

Originally, it was 
moved by pack horses or 
mules but it was a very 
slow and expensive 
operation. 

When the Crawshay 
family became 

controlling shareholders 
of the iron works, they 
realised that a horse- 
drawn boat on a canal 
would be more efficient. 

Only one horse was 
needed to move big loads 
and the journey was 


quicker. After a long 
delay, in 1790 by Act of 
Parliament, construction 
started at Merthyr down 
to Cardiff docks, a length 
of 2514 miles, with a fall 
of 568 feet. 

In 1796, a further Act 
allowed a sea-lock to be 
added in Cardiff so that 
iron could be transferred 
directly onto a ship 
without the need to first 
off-load on the dock side. 

Built by Thomas 
Dadford & Son, in 1790 
the cost had been 
estimated at £48,000 but 
the eventual cost was 
£103,00. 

Later extensions were 
dug to serve the 
Nantgarw china works 
and Crawshaw’s 

Cyfarthfa Iron Works. 

It proved to be hugely 
profitable for the 
shareholders, but not so 
for the navvies who built 
it. They lived in 
miserable conditions. 

The boats were narrow 
river boats, not barges 
which were much bigger 


and in general use in 
England. Typically, they 
had a width of seven feet 
and a length of between 
60 and 70 feet. Usually, 
built of oak to cope with 
the heavy loads, they 
were essentially working 
boats, designed to be 
easily repairable. 

They cost £90 but a 
small shelter cabin at the 
bow was an extra £10 
and 3 pence. 

An essential item was 
storage space for the 
horse feed. The tow rope 
was attached to a central 
pole so that a tiller could 
keep the boat straight and 
prevent it from 
continually fouling the 
bank. A man held the 
tiller and a boy led the 
horse. 

The canal and its tow- 
path was always the 
private property of the 
Company. As a valuable 
commercial asset, they 
had to be protected. 
Heavy fines were levied 
for trespass, damage or 
dumping rubbish. 

Rewards were given for 
recovering dead bodies. 

Use of the canal was at 
its peak from 1830 until 
1880 when huge amounts 
of iron and coal were 
transported but gradually 
railways overtook it and 
the development of The 
New Taff Railway in 
1841 marked its end as a 
major commercial 
business and it was 
largely closed ini898. 

The vote of thanks was 
given by president Colin 
Turner.

Stanwell students are among 
Wales’ top A-level performers

IT was another successful 
morning for Stanwell sixth 
form pupils, as they received 
their A-level and AS 
examination results. 

The school reports “delight” that so 
many year-13 pupils have done well 
enough to secure places at their first 
choice universities and proud of the 
impressive results achieved by so 
many Stanwell pupils. 

The excellent results are a testimony 
to the effort and commitment shown by 
pupils and staff and stand as further 
confirmation that excellent standards 
in learning and teaching continue to be 
at the forefront of the school’s ethos. 

At A-level, 31 per cent of all grades 
were A* or A with 87 per cent of the 
year group achieving A* to C overall. 

Of particular note, students studying 
mathematics were awarded 40 A* or A 
grades (57 per cent of entry). 

In addition, the computing, French, 
film studies and German departments 
were also very pleased with the 
student’s results, where 80 per cent, 83 
per cent, 75 per cent and 75 per cent of 
the candidates secured A* to B, 
respectively. 

Overall, there were a very 
impressive 101 A* grades including 
the Welsh Baccalaureate (14 per cent 
of entry) and 473 A* to B grades (63 
per cent of entry with the Welsh 
Baccalaureate). Furthermore, 203 
students (98 per cent of entry) 
achieved the Welsh Baccalaureate 
Advanced Diploma. 

Excellent A-level results once again 


put Stanwell pupils amongst the top 
performers in Wales, with many 
individuals securing exceptional 
grades. 

An impressive 43 students achieved 
three A grades or better, including the 
Welsh Baccalaureate. 

Stanwell congratulated all the pupils 
in its 2016 cohort including of course, 
the highest achievers: 

Katie MacLeod (4 A* grades, 1 A 
grade); Stephanie Friend (3 A* grades, 
2 A grades); Abigail Hodges (4 A* 
grades); Sarah Brabham (3 A* grades, 
1 A grade); William Brown (3 A* 
grades, 1 A grade); William Chappell 
(3 A* grades, 1 A grade); Sally Jones 
(3 A* grades, 1 A grade); Mark Norton 
(2 A* grades, 1A grade and 1 B grade); 
Lowri Thomas (3 A* grades, 1 A 
grade); Evgenia Brusnitskaya (2 A* 
grades, 1 A grade and 1 B grade). 

This year the average points score 
per pupil for the year-13 cohort (207 
students) is 1,074 points, which is 
approximately the equivalent of four A 
grades for every pupil. 

Mr M Lewis, assistant headteacher, 
commented: “This year’s impressive A 
level results are well deserved. It is 
most satisfying to see our students 
achieve their full potential and it has 
been a pleasure and privilege to have 
worked with this group of young 
people”.

‘Don’t go gourmet with 
the barbecue burgers! 


AS many people 
prepare to round off 
summer with a Bank 
Holiday barbecue 
this weekend, Shared 
Regulatory Services at 
the Vale Council and the 
Food Standards Agency 
(FSA) this week offered 
cautionary tips on the 
safest way to cook 
burgers. 

WITH gourmet 
burgers in restaurants 
becoming increasingly 
popular, some people 
may be tempted to serve 
their guests with burgers 
that are pink in the 
middle. 

But a burger is not 
like steak. Steak can be 
served rare, because any 
contamination on the 
surface of the meat is 
destroyed when the steak 
is seared on the outside. 

In con trast, burgers 
are made of minced 
meat, so bacteria on the 
outside of the meat are 


mixed up during the 
mincing process. The 
only way to kill the 
bacteria is to cook the 
whole burger 
thoroughly ! 

If the bacteria are not 
killed before the burger 
is eaten, it could result 
in food poisoning. 

That’s why a burger 
should be thoroughly 
cooked, with no pink 
bits in the middle. 

This ‘Barbecue 
Weekend’ (August 27- 
29), rain or shine, the 
FSA is reminding 
everybody to: 

• Cook burgers so 
they are steaming hot all 
the way through - no 
matter how expensive 
the meat. 

• Check that none of 
it is pink and that any 
juices run clear. 

• Avoid cross¬ 
contamination, by 
storing raw meat 
separately before 
cooking, using different 


utensils, plates and 
chopping boards for raw 
and cooked food. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
chair of the joint 
committee for Shared 
Regulatory Services, 
said: “Taking note of 
this advice can keep 
your friends and family 
safe. 

“Children, elderly, 
and poorly people, are 
most vulnerable to food 
poisoning - but anyone 
can become ill after 
eating a less than well- 
cooked burger. 

“Food poisoning 
doesn’t just lead to 
diarrhoea and vomiting - 
it could result in a life- 
threatening illness.” 

If you want your 
barbecue to be 
remembered for the right 
reasons, follow the FSA’s 
advice on cooking 
burgers at your 
barbecue. Find out more

1 CANNOT start this column without 
paying tribute to Jennifer Hill, 
director of learning and skills here at 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council, who 
tragically died in an accident while on 
holiday in the Pyrenees. 

Jennifer was a public servant of great 
distinction, an incredibly able professional, 
compassionate, and someone who truly epitomised 
the values of her profession. 

Jennifer joined the council in 2012 and her work 
has had a very real impact on the prospects of 
learners of all ages. She led the education service 
through a recent Estyn inspection with flying

SLAVERY and 
trafficking in Wales is 
worse than in many 
parts of England, it 
was claimed this week. 

A Salvation Army 
report revealed that 62 
people were given 
support between April 
2015 and March 2016 - 
up from the eight people 
who were reported to 
have received support 
between July 2011 and 
June 2012, marking a 
675 per cent rise. 

Commenting on the 
report, entitled ‘Anti 
Trafficking and Modern 
Slavery yearly reports’, 
Mark Isherwood, a 
Welsh Conservative AM, 
said: 

“It is clear from the 
report that slavery and 


trafficking is a bigger 
problem here than in a 
number of areas in 
England. 

“We welcome 
increases in the number 
of referrals as a sign 
that the UK 
Government’s efforts to 
shine a light on modern 
slavery are working. 

“During her time as 
Home Secretary, the 
Prime Minister, Theresa 
May, introduced the 
Modern Slavery Act to 
put slave masters behind 
bars, which in 2015 led 
to 289 prosecutions. 

“Slavery has long 
been hidden in plain 
sight, and this law is 
designed to encourage 
more victims to come 
forward and ask for 
help, ” he added. 


colours, and helped improve the standard being 
achieved. 

Her dedication to improving education was 
hugely respected and Jennifer was a key figure in 
the regional Central South Consortium Joint 
Education Service. 

Jennifer’s passing is an absolute tragedy and a 
huge loss to her family, friends and colleagues. 

She will be greatly missed by all who knew her, 
and leaves a void in the service that will be 
extremely difficult to fill. 

As a fitting epitaph, last week saw students in 
the Vale of Glamorgan reaching record-breaking 
results, again above the national average, with 
over 98 per cent of the pupils who took the WJEC 
A-Levels achieving grades A* - E, higher than last 
year and with more than 20 per cent of all pupils 
in the Vale at both A and AS-Level achieving the 
highest possible grades, A* or A. Jennifer leaves a 
positive legacy and will be sadly missed. 

However, I can’t go without congratulating the 
pupils across the Vale on their excellent progress. 
They deserve the greatest credit and I am sure they 
each took great satisfaction in seeing their hard 
work and study pay off. I wish them all well in the 
future, wherever that takes them. 

I should also praise the dedicated teachers and 
support staff who educate our young people and 
who prepare them for these tough examinations, in 
the right environment to support their learning. 

That is why this administration over the last four 
years has had its policy of providing both pupils 
and teachers with first class learning environments. 
We have opened a state-of-the-art facility in the 
Penarth Learning Community and improved a 
countless number of school buildings at sites 
across the Vale. 

To see the work for ourselves this month, Coun 
Lis Burnett, the cabinet member for education, and 
I visited a few of the sites where work is being 
undertaken at Gwenfo Primary School and Barry 
Comprehensive School, which are progressing well 
with the work on the new Llantwit Major Learning 
Community, which is ahead of schedule. It’s good 
to see policies working and achieving a better 
learning environment for our pupils and staff. 

The Vale of Glamorgan is fortunate to have 
some beautiful green spaces and I would like to 
put on record my thanks to the Vale’s parks team 
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for their success in this year’s Keep Wales Tidy 
Green Flag Awards. The Vale now has eight Green 
Flag parks, a fantastic achievement considering 
that we had only one in 2009, and one that puts us 
third in Wales for the quality of our green spaces, 
and a great achievement for everyone involved. 

In terms of leisure facilities, .Tenner Park has a 
new 3G pitch, but work is due to start during this 
year on other new 3G pitches near the Colcot 
Sports Centre along with another that will become 
available in 2017, at the new Llantwit Major 
school. The council’s investment in sporting 
facilities doesn’t stop there either, as work starts in 
September to upgrade the changing rooms at Barry 
and Penarth leisure centres. 

Sticking with sport, albeit further afield, over 
the past few weeks I have enjoyed much of the 
Olympics and would like to congratulate the 
outstanding GB team and the Vale of Glamorgan’s 
very own Hannah Mills, who has won gold in Rio 
to add to the silver medal she won in 2012. 

Hannah’s success is an inspiration to all young 
athletes in the Vale and she is someone who is 
truly rooted in the local community. 

I would remind everyone that there are funding 
opportunities to assist with developing sports 
activities within the Vale, and a number of grants 
are available for sports clubs, including the 
Community Chest grant and Glamorgan Voluntary 
Services Funding (GVS). 

There are also development grants available 
from Sport Wales; the Community Amateur Sports 


Club Scheme; the Co-operative Community 
Dividend Scheme and finally the Dickie Bird 
Foundation, details of which can be found on the 
council’s website. 

I would also like to thank the volunteers in the 
Sully and Lavernock Community Library Trust, 
who have this month become the first voluntary 
group to take over the running of one of the Vale’s 
community libraries. 

The transfer of Sully Library to the group is the 
culmination of two years of hard work from all 
sides. Seeing the facility transferred to such an 
enthusiastic and determined group gives me every 
confidence that it will go from strength-to-strength 
and I look forward to working to help them fulfil 
their ambition of widening access to the 
community library’s services. 

Finally, and being absolutely honest, I know that 
I am sometimes criticised for building up the 
council, for which I make no apology believing it 
to be true. However, I also accept that sometimes 
things don’t always go to plan, but when that 
happens, we do our best to put them right. 

An example has been during the last couple of 
weeks when we changed some household waste 
collection days. The inevitable disruption and 
change can sometimes be troublesome for a few 
weeks until routes bed in, as in this case. 

However, I would emphasise that they 
rationalise old collection routes that had become 
ineffective and outdated. The new zonal collection 
arrangements will ensure we manage our collection 
fleet more efficiently and provides the opportunity 
to coordinate other services more effectively. 

The new collection rounds collect all waste and 
recycling material on a rotation basis, starting in 
the western Vale and working towards the east 
throughout the week. The changes were planned 
to be able to meet demand, but have created some 
unforeseen issues. 

However, as we continue to reassess the 
collection rounds by learning from the practical 
experiences gained, we will ensure that an 
improved version of our normally regular and 
reliable service is delivered as soon as possible. 

In the meantime, please bear with us and if we 
miss your collection please inform the council, so 
we can put it right. More information and 
explanation can be found on the website.

ARCHBISHOP 
OF WALES (an 

‘extraordinary 
servant ’) 

IS TO RETIRE 


THE Archbishop of 
Wales, Dr Barry 
Morgan, will retire 
next year after 
nearly 14 years at 
the helm of the 
Church in Wales 
and 24 years as a 
bishop. 

Dr Morgan, who is 
the longest serving 
archbishop in the 
worldwide Anglican 
Communion and also 
one of the longest 
serving bishops, will 
retire on his 70th 
birthday at the end of 
January. 

He will also retire as 
Bishop of Llandaff after 
more than 17 years’ 
service, having 
previously been Bishop 
of Bangor for nearly 
seven years. He will 
continue his work and 
engagements in both 
roles as normal until 
then. 

Announcing his 
retirement, Dr Morgan, 
who lost his wife, 

Hilary, to cancer early 
this year, said: “It has 
been an enormous 
privilege to serve as 
Archbishop of Wales and 
Bishop of Llandaff and 
to do so during such a 
momentous era in Welsh 
life. 

“Over the years I have 
seen Wales grow in self- 
confidence as a nation 
and I now have every 
hope that this will be 
nurtured and enriched 
with the continued 
support of the Church in 
Wales.” 

During his tenure as 


Archbishop, Dr Morgan 
has championed many 
changes in the Church in 
Wales, including a 
change in its law to 
enable women to be 
ordained as bishops and 
the implementation of a 
radical strategy, 2020 
Vision, to help the 
church grow and prosper 
in the approach to its 
centenary year. 

He has also played a 
prominent role in public 
life, campaigning most 
notably for a fair 
devolution settlement for 
the Welsh Government 
and speaking out on 
matters of moral 
concern. 

The Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Justin 
Welby, said, “Barry was 
one of those on the 
interviewing panel for 
my appointment as 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury, and was 
notable for the quality 
and courtesy of the 
questions he asked. 

“Barry has been an 
extraordinary servant of 
those places where he 
has ministered, of the 
Church in Wales and of 
the whole Anglican 
Communion. We will 
miss him very deeply 
indeed.” 

Originally from the 
small mining village of 
Gwaun-Cae-Gurwen in 
the Swansea valley, Dr 
Morgan was elected as 
the 12th Archbishop of 
Wales in 2003, following 
Dr Rowan Williams ’ 
appointment as the 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury.

‘ROADS NOT JUST 
FOR MOTORISTS’ 

ALONE’ - says reader 


A S someone who rarely feels the 
need to put pen to paper, I feel 
compelled to respond to your 
recent reader’s letter titled ‘W/ty my 
heart sinks at news of Team Gil 's Olympic 
cycling haul\ 

Unfortunately, this somewhat provocative letter 
is typical of the antagonistic attitude of many 
drivers who feel somehow inconvenienced by the 
presence of a growing number of cyclists on our 
roads. 

As someone who is both a regular cyclist and a 
motorist, I despair at the simplistic ‘them and us’ 
approach adopted by many in the so-called 
‘motorists versus cyclists’ debate. 

I cycle not only for recreational reasons (usually 
in a group at weekends, no doubt much to the 
irritation of your reader), but also once or twice a 
week to my place of work (a round trip of 
approximately 60 miles) when time and weather 
permit. 

By doing so, not only am I making a significant 
personal saving in fuel costs, but I am also reducing 
pollution and congestion on our busy roads. 

Likewise, I am causing less wear and tear on our 
already-poorly maintained roads, despite paying the 
same Vehicle Excise Duty (‘road tax’) per year as 
drivers who only ever drive to their place of work. 

In reality, our road infrastructure is funded by 
income tax payers and council tax payers - not 
motorists - meaning that tax-paying cyclists like 
myself are actually subsidising drivers, like your 


Cyclist replies to 
the controversy 


I WAS disappointed 
to read Mr 
Walton’s letter in 
The GEM, regarding 
his dismay at the 
success of Britain’s 
cyclists in Rio. I 
would like to offer a 
cyclist’s point of view 
on some of the points 
he raises: 

His first point is that 
cyclists are allowed to 
“play” on public 
highways... 

In fact, the roads are 
built for general use; 
with the exception of 
motorways and some 
dual carriageways, they 
are not for the reserve of 
cars, they are for 
cyclists, motorists, 
horses, tractors, 
pedestrians - all have 
equal rights. 

His next issue is 
cyclists riding abreast. 
That, I’m afraid, is due 
to ignorance of cycling 
safety, and the rules that 
motorists should follow 
when passing slower 
users. 

When overtaking a 
cyclist (or horse rider, 
tractor, caravan or any 
slower vehicle), a driver 
should leave space. 

By cycling side by 
side, the cyclists are 
halving the length of the 
line to get past, and 
ensuring that vehicles do 
not attempt it until safe 


to do so. 

I understand the 
frustration of seeing a 
cyclist break rules with 
no accountability, but 
compulsory registration 
is not the answer. 

Mr Walton has 
stereotyped all cyclists 
based on the actions of a 
minority. 

Such a scheme would 
prove massively costly 
to administer and 
enforce, and while there 
are some tragedies 
caused by unsafe cycling 
the number of injuries, 
in particular serious 
injuries, is extremely 
low. 

As for cycle lanes, 
were they planned and 
built correctly most 
cyclists would be happy 
to use them, 

Unfortunately, in the 
UK, they are often 
mixed with pavements, 
stop at every side 
junction, get blocked by 
parked cars, and are 
sometimes covered in 
broken tarmac and 
assorted detritus that can 
cause punctures. 

To all frustrated car 
drivers, please remember 
that as a cyclist you are 
a vulnerable road user; it 
is easy to feel defensive 
when accused.

reader to use the roads while I am riding my 
bicycle. 

This is especially ironic when you consider that 
one of the common rants of the anti-cyclist driver is 
“I pay my road tax, you cyclists should get off the 
road, unless you pay road tax as well...” 

To return to your reader’s letter, the writer 
demonstrates an ignorance of not only the accepted 
benefits of a wider adoption of cycling, but also the 
reality of being a cyclist on our roads and having to 
contend with motorists who share his attitudes. 

Firstly, in relation to the wider financial benefit 
to the nation and in particular, the NHS, numerous 
studies have shown potential for significant cost 
benefits as a result of an increase in cycling. 

Estimates range from a projected £250m benefit 
to the NHS if one in 10 journeys were made by 
bicycle 

(https://www.theguardian.com/lifeandstyle/2014/feb 
/10/cycling-save-nhs-250m-year-report) to as much 
as £1,6bn a year if the UK were to adopt a 
coordinated approach to increasing cycling take-up 
(http ://www.thetimes .co .uk/tto/public/cyclesafety/art 
icle3789794.ece). 

Secondly, in relation to the presence and conduct 
of groups of recreational cyclists referred to by 
your reader, I am inclined to remind him that the 
roads are not paid for and provided purely for the 
benefit of motorists alone. 

This means that all road users have a 
responsibility to accommodate each other. As 
cyclists, the highway codes advocates riding two 
abreast “ where it is safe to do so", for the simple 
reason that a group of cyclists riding two abreast is 
actually easier and safer for a car to overtake where 
it is safe to do so. 

In other words, drivers should wait behind a 
group of cyclists until a point where it is safe to 
overtake, at which point the overtaking manoeuvre 
may be completed in a shorter distance than if the 
same group of cyclists were riding in a long single 
file line. 

At the same time, as cyclists we need to be 
sensitive to occasions where riding two abreast can 
cause delays to occur (such as on narrow roads 
where it would not be safe for a vehicle to 
overtake, even when the road ahead is clear). 

In those situations, I agree that cyclists should 
act responsibly and single out to enable any 
vehicles behind to overtake at a safe location. 

Finally, on the subject of cycle lanes and cycle 
paths referred to by your reader, I must also confess 
to a real sense of frustration in the way that these 
schemes are conceived and implemented. 

The recent cycle path scheme between Barry and 
Culverhouse Cross is a perfect case in point: an 
expensive, fragmented approach to providing a 
dedicated cycle path (in places) that does little to 
serve the needs of either motorists or cyclists. 

As a motorist, I was painfully aware of the 
disruption that occurred for months while the 
scheme was being built, the considerable costs 
incurred and the resulting narrower roadway that 
has resulted. 

Likewise, as a cyclist, we have been provided 
with a cycle path that does not meet our needs - the 
path has multiple dangerous transitions across side 
roads and property exits, has a surface that is lethal 
in wintry (icy) conditions, and does not even 
provide a continuous route between both locations. 

Hence the majority of cyclists choose not to use 
it, to the wrath of some motorists; despite we, as 
cyclists, having not been consulted as to whether or 
not it would be of any benefit to us in the first 
place! 

Ultimately, however, until motorists’ attitudes 
such as those of your reader can be tackled, the 
presence of an increasing number of cyclists on our 
roads will only serve as an increasing irritant to 
those drivers who see the road as their sole domain.

PLAID IN CALL FOR A LABOUR 
COUNCILLOR TO BE EXPELLED 


PLAID Cymru’s Coun 
Shirley Hodges has called 
upon the Labour Party to 
expel Coun Rob Curtis 
after the Adjudication 
Panel for Wales suspended 
him for three months after 
he pleaded guilty to 
common assault of a 17- 
year-old girl on Skomer 
Island in the summer of 
2014. 

Coun Curtis’ suspension means 
he cannot represent Gibbonsdown 
on the Vale Council. 

After the Skomer Island 
incident, Coun Curtis initially 


faced a charge of sexual assault, 
after admitting touching the girl’s 
leg. 

He insisted his action had not 
been sexually motivated, and in 
court he accepted a charge of 
common assault. 

He resigned from his position 
on the Vale Council cabinet, but 
continued to represent 
Gibbonsdown. 

Coun Hodges, Plaid Cymru 
leader on Barry Town Council, 
suggested that it was impossible 
for Coun Curtis to continue in 
public life in future and that the 
Labour Party should take action to 
expel him. 

She said: “It is unacceptable 


that a senior councillor who was a 
cabinet member of the Vale 
Council and Deputy Mayor of 
Barry can continue to serve after 
admitting assault on a teenage 
girl.” 

Coun Neil Moore, the Leader of 
the Vale Council, said: “I can 
confirm that Coun Robert Curtis 
has been suspended from acting as 
a member of the Vale Council for 
a period of three months, 
following a tribunal with the 
Adjudication Panel for Wales. 

“We accept the judgement of 
the panel and no further action 
will be taken by the Vale Council.”

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TEAM WALES OR TEAM GB? Tory 
leader sparks a social media storm 


LAST week, The Welsh Conservative 
Leader, Andrew RT Davies, offered his 
thoughts on the vexed question of 
whether Wales should be part of a GB 
football team at the Olympics. 

Mr Davies’ press release has stirred 
up a sporting hornets’ nest among 
Welsh football fans. 

The GEM has its own ‘superfan’ - 
film reviewer Gareth Jamieson - whose 
devotion to the Welsh cause at Euro 
2016 took him from the bars of 
Bordeaux to the taverns of Toulouse 
(before the money ran out and he had to 
head home for the quarter finals). 

Gareth has strong views on the ‘Team 
Wales v Team GB’ question, and here he 
outlines his thoughts on the future of 
Welsh football.. 


I F a week is a long time in politics, 
then for Andrew RT Davies, last 
Wednesday would have felt like a 
marathon. 

It started with the leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives claiming that the development of 
women’s football had been held back in Wales by 
the FAW’s decision (along with the Football 
Associations of Scotland and Northern Ireland) to 
block the entry of a women’s football representing 
Great Britain in the Olympics. 

What followed was a social media outcry, 
largely deriding Mr Davies’ stance. The main 
issue is the question of independence - that the 
home nations acquiescing to calls to unite under 
the Team GB banner would threaten those 
nations’ status of competing as independent 
countries rather than Britain as a whole, 
something that FIFA allegedly would prefer as 
oppposed to the independence enjoyed by these 
teams at present. 

London 2012’s footballing Team GB was not 
without its critics, with neither team finding 


themselves among the medals come the end of the 
games, and the success of British athletes in Rio 
has once again stoked the debate. 

But it’s a reckless stance to take; for Mr Davies 
to claim that protecting the status of the home 
nations is ‘petty nationalism’ is itself a petty 
argument; while a small minority may advocate a 
British national team, the overwhelming majority 
would take against it. 

Does Mr Davies really think that the men’s 
European Championships would have been so 
magical for Wales and Northern Ireland fans had 
they been competing under the flag of the Union 
Jack? 

Granted, the profile of women’s football is not 
as high as it could and indeed should be, but to 
cheapen the home nations by distilling them into 
one simply doesn’t work. Four years ago, the 
women’s footballing Team GB squad was made 
up of 16 English and two Scottish players - was 
there a benefit to Welsh women’s football at that 
time? Of course there wasn’t. 

If a similar selection was made this time 
around, how would that strengthen the 


development and profile of football in Wales? It 
wouldn’t, and Mr Davies, and shadow sports 
secretary Russell George, are misguided in their 
belief that suddenly a huge groundswell of interest 
would erupt. 

What will inspire young girls to take up the 
game and develop comes from the grassroots, 
from the profile of the senior women’s game in 
Wales; the Welsh national team have home games 
coming up against the Republic of Ireland, Israel 
and Austria in the near future - surely this is a 
better way to inspire the next generation rather 
than watching players they have no national 
connection with compete in Rio. 

Similarly, the availability of pitches and 
accessibility to training and equipment in local 
areas will all play its part in giving confidence to 
young women to take part in a sport they enjoy. 

Wales’ Euro 2016 exploits have lit a fire under 
the nation regardless of age or gender; this is the 
example that should be used to inspire, not by 
selling out our footballing independence on the 
whims of politicians.
